The new structure will 
house a new woodworking shop, 
a machine shop, a farm mechan­

and shower room. 
The new’ addition will not on- 
serve to relieve congestion re­ 
su ltin g from an annually increas­ 
ing enrollment, but also will en­ 
able a marked increase in major 
academic and vocational 
offer­ 
ings. 
New equipment, much of 
which has already been received, 
will make possible the addition 
of several vocational courses. 
In spite of the marked increase 
in construction costs, the board 
has been able to secure satis­ 
factory bids 
totalling 
$255,500, 
avhich is within the $260,000 bond 
Issue voted in June of this year. 
The general contract has been 
awarded to Axel E. Johnson, who

Civil service 
jobs open in

Veterans will have an oppor­ 
tunity to displace 1,800 tempor­ 
ary employes among the 4,200 
county jobs now covered by civil 
service 
within 
the next 
few 
months, under a program inaug­ 
urated by the county civil ser­ 
vice commission within the last 
few weeks, it was disclosed by 
Frank J. O’Malley, chief exam­ 
iner and personnel director. 
The reason is that any veteran 
who exceeds 
70, the * passing 
mark, automatically jumps ahead 
of all non-veteran candidates, no 
matter how high their 
marks. 
Therefore, unless the temporary 
appointee is a veteran, 
changes 
are very likely. 
The 
commission 
expects 
to 
hold 50 examinations before De­ 
cember 31 in various job categor­ 
ies, and an equal amount early 
next 
year. 
No 
examinations 
have been held since soon after 
Pearl Harbor, under a resolution 
of the county board, to await the 
veterans’ return. Now, however, 
it has been decided 
that 
the 
county board has no legal con­ 
trol over the commission and re­ 
peal of the resolution will not 
be necessary, according to Pres­ 
ident Clayton F. Smith.

and citron in sweet cider (or fruit 
juice) over night. 
Pour scalded 
milk over bread crumbs. Cream 
the suet, adding the sugar grad­ 
ually. Add the molasses and the 
eggs. Beat well.

Grass waterways like the one 
shown in the accompanying pic­ 
ture are needed on many Cook 
County farms, suggests Farm ad­ 
viser C. A. Hughes, and this fall 
is a fine time to start them, ac­ 
cording to information received 
from Ernest D. Walker, exten­ 
sion soil conservationist. Univer­ 
sity of Illinois College of Agri­ 
culture. 
This fine grassed channel on 
a central Illinois farm 
carries 
runoff water from a 70-acre wa­ 
tershed after the heaviest rains 
with no evidence of gullying. At 
the same time the tile line under 
the waterway is protected from 
danger cf washing out. 
Since 
the channel can be crossed with 
farm machinery at any point, the 
field can be cultivated more eas­ 
ily than if gullies were allowed 
to form. 
Although good results are be­ 
ing secured in either spring or 
fall, the odds are somewhat in

“So far, there are openings at 
all approved High Schools—Pal­ 
atine, Dundee and Bloom Town­ 
ship High Schools, for 
classes 
that have been set up for vet­ 
erans going back to farms. 
“Our contacts with these class­ 
es have convinced us that these 
schools are 
providing 
valuable 
instruction for veterans on farms 
that will recompense them in part 
for the time they gave in military 
service. One night a week school 
instruction is provided for 144 
hours. 
Usually 3 hours aye tak­ 
en each night 
The instructor 
will map out a program for reg­ 
ular work on the farm with at­ 
tention to topics such as soil test­ 
ing, farm management, 
tractor 
repair, livestock disease control, 
breeding and registry 
of 
live­ 
stock, balancing rations, etc. The 
jobs the trainee will be actually 
performing on the farm. 
Vege­ 
table farming will follow a pro­ 
gram adapted to the needs of the 
veteran who is training for that 
kind of work. 
“Assuming the veteran would 
have advanced, perhaps to 
the 
management of a farm, had he 
not gone into service, let us say, 
the government will supplement 
his earnings to that extent, which 
is right and fair. 
“May we suggest you contact 
the agricultural instructors—Mr. 
Mayhew at Bloom, Mr. Stinson at 
Palatine or Mr. Murphy at Dun­ 
dee.” 


Sow thistles 


can be killed 


with good spray 


“A weed becoming all too prev­ 
alent in Cook County lately is 
sow thistles,” says Farm Adviser 
Hughes. 
“Along with Creeping Jenny 
this is one of the worst weeds 
we have. 
It grows in 
patches 
spreading by a heavy mass of 
underground roots. 
The 
plant 
looks somewhat like prickly let­ 
tuce. but the stem is 
smooth. 
However, it gets a yellow blos­ 
som about July which mature a 
fuzzy coated seed cluster, when 
it is ready to spread. 
“There are only two methods 
of eradication. 
One is thorough 
cultivation for two years, allow­ 
ing the stems to get not oyer 4 
inches above the ground before 
cutting deep in the ground. Cul-

favor of fa ll-seeded waterways. 
Rains usually come more gently, 
the soil is drier and can absorb 
more water and weed competi­ 
tion is less serious in the fall. 
The following suggestions for 
establishing waterways are giv­ 
en by Professor Walker and R. 
C. Hay, extension agricultural 
engineer. 
1. Shape 
a 
flat-bottomed 
channel wide enough to carry the 
largest floods. Use a plow, disk, 
harrow and corrugated roller to 
form a firm seedbed. 
For large 
gullies a grader may be needed 
for shaping. 
2. 
Apply eight to IO tons of 
manure per acre and work into 
the seedbed. 
Lime should be 
applied if the soil is acid. 
3. Seed 12 to 13 pounds each 
of timothy and redtop on each 
acre of waterway. A nurse crop 
of oats, wheat or rye will help to 
hold the soil while the 
grasses 
are getting started. 
4. 
Early next 
spring 
repair 
and reseed any areas which have 
been washed out. 
3. 
Mow the channel regularly 
to prevent the nurse* crop from 
smothering grass seedings and to 
control weeds. 
Further details of grass water­ 
way construction are to be found 
in a leaflet, “Grass or Gullies." 
which can be obtained from the 
county farm adviser.
